PADEREWSKI RECITAL. 


An sudience which filled the galiery and 
more than half filled the parquet of tne 
Odeon heard the finest music that has been 
given in St. Louis since 189% the date of 


Ignace Jan Padcereweki's last visit here. 
Then the great Exposition Hall was crow4- 
ed. It is useless to attempt to account for the 
8’. Louis public, which aside from a small 
number of music lovers, is probably the 
most capricious in this country. Bui those 
who were absent last night missed a grent 
opportunity for which they can partly muke 
up to-morrow afternoon. Aside from his 
wonderful technique Paderewski possesses 
the power of making the plano speak to the 
heart like a violin, and dazzle one with 
shifting gleams of iridescent tone color like 
a full orchestra. There is the perfection of 
finish in hia playing. absolute evenness in 
nis runs, infimitesmally delicate grada- 
tion in shading and delicious nuances of 
color and wonderful “tours de force'’-—but 
beyond all this—which has been achieved by 
hours ef hard work and faithful study— 
there ia that exprestion of the splrit of 
en age—that striving to plerce the veil that 
eurrounds us—those marvellous glimpses in- 
to the unseen universe beyond the worid 
which affects our senfes—those strange in- 
timations of infinite truths which ever seem 
just within our grasp yet ever elude us. 

Nothing can be more sensuous than 
Paderewski's playing. it ia an endless su: - 
cession of beautiful and rounded forms and 
exquisite colors melting into each other, and 
yet it is shot through and through with 
flashes of the highest spirituality. As you 
liaten you think of Whitman's lines: 
“Music is what awakes from you, when you 
are reminded by the inatruments—Iit is 
nearer and: father than they." No amount 
of practice or study «an make this effect, 
ft ig not what he draws from the instru- 
ment, it is what he puts into it, it is the 
mana marvellous personality—li is genius. 
t is the genius of Paderewski that holds 
is audiences, women and girls, boys and 
men, subject to his will as long as his hands 
eweep over the ivory Keys. On one side of 
me sat a boy—who knew little of music—but 
all through the evening he never took his 
eyes from the quiet figure in the dim lignt 
who was thrilling his young soul with half 
arnderstood messages, and when the muaste 
ceased he could not speak--only his eyes 
were moist. And on my other hund sat a 
man whose face grew brighter and brighter, 
ey the lines graven Ly the hard struggle of 
ife faded away and finally from his beam- 
ing eyes the pure soul 
hampered and free. 

It would be an impertinence to attempt 
@ critical review of the programme. One 
can only name the numbers and hunt for 
@ijectives to express the inexpressible. 

aderewski opened with the gigantic

tremendous technique but the deepest {n- 
gisnt into the hidden things of the soul.
